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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The past year will go on record as one of the most active for a 
number of years for the Board of Selectmen. 


Weekly meetings of the Board called for many public hearings 
on various matters. More appointments were made to the Fire and 
Police Departments than has taken place in any year since Civil 
Service was accepted by the Town for these departments. 


The Board’s policy relative to appointments to the Fire and 
Police Departments was the selection of applicants who received the 
highest rating from the Civil Service examination. We feel that 
this policy was fair and just and eliminated any political interference. 


On a petition from the Board of Trade we in turn petitioned the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Railway Company for motor-bus service 
on Cottage, Everett and Eliot Streets to South Natick. Hearings 
were held on this petition and the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company finally granted a six months’ trial, the result being 
lack of patronage and the route was discontinued. 


Fire Chief Edward P. Brennan, Jr., submitted a plan for a change 
of hours for the men in his department which would place the de- 
partment on a more efficient basis and give better protection to the 
Town. The Board approved the plan and Chief Brennan has reported 
that the plan is working very successfully. 


The Advisory Committee on W. P. A. projects was reappointed. 
This Committee has functioned for the past two years and has sub- 
mitted many worthwhile projects with a saving to the Town of many 
hundreds of dollars for present and future years. 


The Town Affairs Committee of the Board of Trade has proven 
its worth to the community in preparing the two bills to the Legis- 
lature on representative form of Town Meeting and Selectmen for 
three years. Representative Healey presented and followed these 
bills through both branches of Legislature and finally to Governor 
Hurley for his signature. We feel there was a record established in 
this instance. | 

In the retirement this year of three Police Officers, David J. 
Church, James B. Sweeney and William H. Hogan, the Town has 
lost three fine officers and may they enjoy many years of health and 
happiness in their retirement. 

We wish at this time to extend to the Finance Committee and 
every Town Department and to the citizens of the Town of Natick 
a sincere thanks for the fine spirit of co-operation throughout the 
year.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Personnel 


Two years ago when we were informed that the South Natick 
and Felchville Stations were going to be kept in service, the town 
purchased a new truck for each station and three permanent men 
were taken out of the Central Station to cover these two stations, 
with the result that it has left us very short handed, especially during 
the vacation period which is thirty-four weeks in the year. With 
sixteen permanent men not including the Chief, there are five men 
off duty each day, there are five men on a shift during meal hours 
which require nine hours a day, three men to cover the outlaying 
stations and many times during the year two men are on the ambul- 
ance often times out of town. One can readily see the condition that 
exists and will continue to exist until additional men are added to the 
force. I recommend that four additional permanent men be added 
to the force this coming year. 


Buildings and Grounds 


The roofs of the South Natick and Central Stations are in very 
bad condition and should be reshingled this year, especially the 
Central Station which has had the same covering for the past sixty 
years. There are several bad leaks and it is very near impossible to 
make repairs on account of the condition of the slate. Every time 
you step on it, it crumbles into pieces under your feet. It is impos- 
sible to repair one leak without causing others, in doing so. It is 
recommended that the two stations be reshingled this year. 


The new doors for the South Natick Station have been pur- 
chased but cannot be installed until the entire front of the building 
has been rebuilt. The building has sagged in the center due to the 
decayed condition of the studding. I recommend this be done soon 
as possible. 


Fire Alarm 


An additional amount of $381.00 is requested in the budget under 
fire alarm, to settle bill of the Louis Bills Co., for repairs to the sys- 
tem by Mr. Bills. The system was badly damaged by a severe storm 
last August when an Edison high voltage wire fell on the system 
burning out ten fire alarm boxes and doing other damage. The 
town already is in receipt of check from the insurance speipany. 
covering the damage and therefore assumes no expense. 


Apparatus 


We are still using a 500-gallon pumping engine on brush fires 
and I consider it bad policy when a lighter and cheaper piece would 
be better suited for the work. I recommend the town purchase a 
forest fire truck this year. 


New Hose 


In order for us to have a complete change of hose for the sev- 
eral trucks I recommend that five hundred feet be purchased this 
year. 

Conclusion 


In making these several requests I have kept in mind the tax 
rate and the conditions at the present time, and being responsible 
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for the proper upkeep of the department, it becomes my duty to 
place before the citizens our various needs that we may maintain 
an efficient department as possible. 


Trusting the citizens will extend to us full consideration on the 
different recommendations, I extend my sincere thanks and appreci- 
ation to the Board of Selectmen, members of the department, citizens 
of the town and to all those who in any way assisted me during the 
year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF FIRE ALARMS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
_ Town of Natick, Massachusetts, 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my Annual Report as Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms for the year 1936. 


I have completed the following work during the year. 


Glen Street has been rebuilt from Pleasant Street to box 323 with 
number two conductor rubber loom tree wire, this required 2,671 feet. 


Water Street South Natick line rebuilt from Heinlein’s to pole 
195-5 requiring 1,100 feet rubber loom tree wire. 


North Main Street rebuilt from Washington Avenue to box 12 
on North Main Street with number 19 copper rubber loom tree wire 
requiring 1,400 feet. 


Walnut Street rebuilt from George Lyford’s to Washington and 
Shattuck Street with single copper number 19 loom tree wire requir- 
ing 5,477 feet. 


All boxes have been cleaned, oiled and painted and tappers in- 
stalled at two locations. 


Grounds have been removed from the different circuits requiring 
considerable time to complete that work. 


We were unfortunate this year to meet with a very bad accident, 
on circuit number 1 during a storm an Edison wire of high voltage 
broke and fell onto the fire alarm, burning out ten boxes, destroying 
several tappers and doing other damage amounting to several hun- 
dred dollars which the insurance company settled for with no ex- 
pense to the town. By the prompt response of the Louis Bills Com- 
pany of Lexington the system was back in working order in twenty 
eight hours.

During the coming year Pond Street from Natick Protective 
Union Store to Cemetery Street should be rebuilt as this line is in 
very bad condition. 

Washington, Harvard, Florence Streets and North Avenue also 
should be rebuilt this coming year and a new line from Pond Street 
to corner of Oakland and Curve Streets built and I request that an 
appropriation of the same amount as last year be granted to enable 
us to carry on this work. 


A new system for out of town calls has been installed and is now 
in effect, namely: 


One round of 811 apparatus gone to Wellesley. 
One round of 812 apparatus gone to Framingham. 
One round of 813 apparatus gone to Dover. 

One round of 814 apparatus gone to Sherborn. 
One round of 815 apparatus gone to Cochituate. 


Two blows followed by box number will indicate second alarm 
and three blows followed by box number shall indicate general alarm. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all those who in any way assisted 
me during the year.

I have the honor to submit for your approval the following re- 
port of the Police Department of the Town of Natick for the year 
ending December 31, 1937. 


The department consists of one Chief, two Sergeants, twelve 
patrolmen, one permanent-intermittent patrolman, a reserve force 
of five men and two retired officers. 


The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1937, was 565, an increase of 5% 
over the corresponding period of the previous year. Of this number 
545 were males, 20 were females; 245 were residents and 320 were 
non-residents; 517 were adults and 48 were minors. In addition 
there were 164 arrests made or summonses served for out-of-town 
police departments. There were 16 juveniles summonsed before the 
juvenile session of the District Court during the year.

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During the past year three fatal motor vehicle accidents in Natick 
resulted in four deaths, being one more than the year 1936. All of 
these accidents happened during the night. One death was a pedes- 
trian and the other three were occupants of vehicles. 


Because of the increased flow of traffic from Speen Street onto 
West Central Street, and the number of serious accidents at this 
point, including the one of the twelfth of last November which re- 
sulted in two fatalities and severe injury to four other persons, I 
respectfully recommend that your Honorable Board petition the 
Massachusetts Board of Public Works for the installation of a semi- 
actuated “Stop and Go” signal at said intersection. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express the appreciation of 
this Department for the efforts of all the civic minded citizens who 
have made possible the erection of a new police station. The Town 
has indeed been fortunate in having the able services of such men 
as Francis J. Murphy and John J. McGrath on the committee for 
planning a building of which Natick will be justly proud.

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REPORT OF NATICK TRAFFIC COMMITTEE 


The Natick Traffic Committee was formed for the purpose of 
studying local traffic conditions, to make recommendations for the 
suppression of automobile accidents, and to endorse various activities, 
designed to improve public safety and convenience, closely related 
to street traffic. 


The recommendations of the Committee as contained in the 1936 
Town Report, were carried to completion as follows: 

1. A complete set of Traffic Rules and Regulations were adopted 
by the Selectmen on February 1, 1937 and subsequently ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 

2. Stop signs were established on North Avenue at Walnut 
Street, Washington Street at North Avenue, Glen Street at 
Pleasant Street and at Eliot Square. 

3. A warning flashing beacon was installed on East Central 
Street at Hayes and Lincoln Streets. 

4. A right arrow was installed in the signal at Walcott Square 
to permit northbound drivers to turn right on a red indication. 

5. The duty of painting the white pavement markings was as- 
sumed by the Natick Public Works Department as provided 
in the new regulations. 

6. The limited parking signs in the center of the town were al- 
tered to conform with the new regulations. 


A study of accidents occurring in 1937 between January 1 and 
December 2 indicates that the warning and control signs and devices, 
and the pavement markings have effectively reduced the recurring 
of accidents at the locations treated. 


A few new locations have been found which will need attention 
in 1938. Warning signs are recommended as follows: 
1. Two “Cross Road” signs for South Main Street at Circular 
Avenue. 
2. One “Curve Left” sign for Commonwealth Road at the Way- 
land Line. 
3. One “Curve Left” sign for Hartford Street near Bishop Street. 


Conditions at Lincoln Square and at East Central, Hayes and 
Lincoln Streets have improved considerably since the installation of 
modern flashing equipment. The improvement of the beacon at Eliot 
Square, South Natick is again strongly recommended by the Com- 
mittee. 

The painting of center lines on Washington Street at South 
Avenue and at East Central Street will probably reduce the cutting 
of corners by motorists. This type of driving violation has caused 
accidents at both intersections. 
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Several severe accidents have occurred at the junction of Speen 
and West Central Streets, one of which resulted in two fatalities. 
It is recommended that the Selectmen request the Commonwealth to 
improve warning equipment at this intersection. 


The importance of starting the sidewalk building program is 
stressed again, that the 1936 preference list may be utilized. 


A program for increasing street corner radii to a minimum of 
15 feet is recommended. There are many corners in Natick with so 
short a radius that motorists cannot remain on the right side of the 
roadway when making a right turn. 


The School and Police Departments are commended for their 
safety work with the school children of the town. The Safety Patrol 
pupils with their white belts have especially aided in making the 
pupils safety conscious. Mr. Maffeo, of the high school faculty, who 
is in charge of the general safety program in the schools, has made 
excellent progress this year. The traffic class in the high school is 
the sponsor of the numbering of bicycles and the daily bulletin to 
schools of skating and sliding conditions as a part of their safety 
campaign.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


January, 1938 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen; 


Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the year 
ending December 31, 1937. 


The inspection of neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as ordered 
by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock Disease 
Control, was made during the month of December. A certificate 
of health was given to the owners or persons in charge when animals 
were found healthy. 


Sixty-seven premises were visited and inspected by me during 
the past year. 2298 cattle were examined, 1741 swine, 498 cows, 40 
heifers, 14 bulls and 5 goats. With few exceptions the animals were 
in good condition and the stables were clean. Cows shipped in from 
out of State were examined and released from quarantine. 


During 1937 a number of dogs were examined on complaint, 68 
having bitten one or more persons. These dogs were placed under 
quarantine for the regulation period of fourteen days, after which 
they were released, after re-examination, on order of the Division of 
Livestock Disease Control. 


498 dogs were inoculated against rabies at the free clinics held 
in the various sections of the town during April of 1937. These 
Clinics were conducted by the Local Board of Health and have been 
a factor in reducing the number of Rabies cases in the town. No 
cases of Rabies have been reported in Natick during the past year.

The Gypsy Moth has had a vast increase the past year especially 
near the Framingham and Sherborn lines. They have increased in 
alarming proportions and it is feared that the Town will have con- 
siderable defoliation in the woodlands the coming year in spite of all 
that we can do. All we can hope to do in these areas is to keep the 
roadsides and residential sections clean. 


We have a P. W. A. Project working in the private woodlands 
and hope that good results will be derived from this source. 


Every effort will be made to take care of our roadsides, parks, 
Town Forest and residential sections with our appropriations if it be 
liberal enough. 


Our trees make the beauty of New England and the cause of 
vast amounts of money being spent by tourists that visit these sec- 
tions. Imagine a picnic party wanting to stop along the roadside or 
in a park and have a lunch with the trees bare and caterpillars 
crawling over everything. 

It is earnestly hoped that every citizen will help do what they 
can and also be liberal in the appropriation for the Moth Department 
at the coming Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


Considerable help has again been furnished the past year on tree 
trimming and with our two very efficient men a vast amount of good 
work has been accomplished. Several streets that we have been 
unable to do any work on for years have been thoroughly trimmed 
and put in good condition as to dead wood and low limbs but there 
is a large amount of cavity work that is needed but we never seem 
to have money enough to do any amount of this kind of work. 


The Edison Company also in their line clearing removed consid- 
erable dead wood for us as usual and also took the tops off several 
large dead trees, five of which were killed by gas leaks on Cottage 
Street. 


The Elm Leaf Beetle was still quite active the past year but with 
especial care in our spraying we were able to bring our elm trees 
through in good condition and on the whole we consider the town 
looked better than many of the towns around us. 


On the Special Appropriation for the Elm Trees for the protec- 
tion against the Dutch Elm Disease this work was carried on at the 
most favorable time of year when the most could be accomplished 
and I feel that it is good insurance for our elms and also it is work 
that is needed if there was not any danger of this disease. It is 
work that is advocated by all Experiment Stations that should be 
done as we all know what happened to the chestnut trees and if our 
elms were lost it would be a catastrophe indeed. 


On the Special Shade Tree Planting Appropriation sixty-five 12 
to 14 foot Norway Maples were purchased and sixty of them were 
planted and we have five healed in that are in good condition. Many 
of the trees were planted on Walnut and Pond Streets which are 
two of our principle streets, also a part of the south side of Circular 
Avenue. The others were scattered around the town where most 
needed and where requests were made for a tree. 


This work should continue and let us have a town that we can 
be proud of in the years to come.

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REPORT OF THE PARK DEPARTMENT 


January 10, 1938. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Natick Park Department for 
Nineteen Hundred and Thirty-seven: 


The parking space at Memorial Beach was enlarged and a fence 
erected to keep autos from the beach proper. ‘The inside of the 
Bathhouse was thoroughly cleaned and the walls were given two coats 
of paint. The boats and the various parts of the rafts were also 
repaired and painted. 


The bathhouse is badly in need of repair. At present there are 
no gutters and the eaves are rotting away and unless they are taken 
care of immediately, a new roof will be necessary. The water which 
runs from the roof merely falls over the edge and runs down the 
beach in streams which leave large gulleys after every storm. These 
gulleys have to be constantly filled. 


A new pier was built at Memorial Park Beach at a cost of 
$800.00. This pier is seventy feet long and twenty feet wide. It 
has two diving towers, one twelve feet high and the other six feet 
high. This pier is well-built and will last the town for a number of 
years with very little maintenance cost to the town. 


We are sorry to report that there were two fatal accidents at 
Memorial Beach this summer. Due to the hottest weather we have 
ever experienced in the past twenty-five years, it was impossible for 
the Life Guards to handle the situation without additional help. The 
vital necessity of protecting human life made it necessary for the 
Park Department to ask for an over-draft of $286.00. This amount 
was granted and was used to employ extra life guards. 


A garage was built at a cost of $200.00 on Pond Street. The 
land near it was graded and seeded. This job was only half-com- 
pleted as we had no available funds to work with. 


At present the town has but two athletic fields, one in South 
Natick and the other is the Coolidge Playground. ‘The latter is used 
for football, baseball, soft-ball and field hockey. Due to the small 
size of the field, these games are played on the same turf, which 
makes it impossible to keep grass on parts of the field. 


A chain-link fence was erected around Coolidge Playground at 
a cost of $2,493.99,

REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Forest Committee respectfully submits the following 
report for the year 1937. 


In our last report reference was made to the anticipated gift of 
a tablet to commemorate the transfer to the Town of the tract of 
land now known as the “Hunnewell Memorial Forest.” A few 
months ago a beautiful bronze tablet was received by your Commit- 
tee, in behalf of the Town, from Mrs. Mary B. Hunnewell, bearing 
the following inscription: 


“Hunnewell Memorial Forest 
This pleasant woodland of one hundred acres was presented to the 
Town of Natick in 1932 
as a memorial to 
Henry Sargent Hunnewell 
by his wife in recognition of his labors and his desire to enrich 
Natick with the beauty of trees and the spaciousness of parks.” 


The tablet has been attached to a large boulder placed at the 
Worcester Street entrance to the forest. Your Committee recom- 
mends that a vote of thanks be extended to Mrs. Hunnewell at the 
next Town Meeting in recognition of her generosity. 


During the year past chain barriers were erected at the principal 
entrances to the Hunnewell Memorial Forest, for the purpose of 
barring automobiles. The Fire Department has been furnished keys 
to the padlocks which secure the chains. The $100 appropriated at 
the 1936 Town Meeting, for the use of this Committee, made possible 
the purchase of the materials necessary to accomplish the under- 
taking. 

Very little work has been done in the forest since our last report 
was rendered, due to the fact that no W. P. A. labor was available. 
Employees of the Tree Department, however, cut down several dead 
trees and the wood was turned over to the Welfare Department. 


The results to date have been anything but encouraging in con- 
nection with the original ten acre tract. This last year fire, undoubt- 
edly caused by burning papers from the Town Dump, destroyed 
practically all of the plantings. Your Committee will recommend 
no further appropriations for that tract until the menace from the 
Town Dump has been abated. 


Absence from the Country prevented the third member of the 
Committee, Mr. Sargent, from joining in the making of this report.

256 children between the ages of six months and 
twelve years received the protective treatment. We had no cases 
of diphtheria reported to the Department during the year. 


In the month of April the annual Clinics for the inoculation of 
dogs against rabies were held in the various precincts of the town. 
498 dogs were inoculated, There were no cases of rabies reported 
during 1937.

Gentlemen: 


The following report is a summary of my work for the past year. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


__ A total of 960 home visits were made during the year to cases of 
disease under my supervision. 


_ Of the 22 reported cases of scarlet fever, 13 received care at 
Brighton Contagious Hospital and the remaining were quarantined 
at home. 


Measles, mumps and whooping cough were reported in larger 
numbers than in the previous year, 431 cases being the total. 


__ During the early fall one case of infantile paralysis (pre-paraly- 
tic) and one suspected case were hospitalized at Brighton. 


No cases of diphtheria were reported but we continued to em- 
phasize to parents the need of having all children immunized. Special 
notices of our clinics were sent to parents of all children between 
the ages of six months and twelve years of age. A larger number of 
children over six years of age, not previously immunized, came for 
treatment this year. 


Follow-up visits were requested by the State Dept. of Health on 
genitoinfectious cases who were not reporting regularly to clinics or 
private physicians for treatment. 46 visits and reports were sent in 
by me this year. 


CHILD HYGIENE 


Well-child Clinics were held on Thursday afternoons during ten 
months of the year, under the direction of one of the Board of 
Health physicians. 


A total of 385 infants and children of the pre-school group 
registered with us during the year. Also 277 home visits were made 
to babies in the interest of child hygiene. 


Babies at our clinic receive physical examination, formula and 
diet advice and are weighed and measured. Cod liver oil and other 
baby foods are also distributed. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During the year nine new cases of pulmonary and one case of 
hilum or childhood tuberculosis were reported. 


For the same period 13 cases received treatment at Sanatoria. 
Four deaths were reported from various Sanatoria during the year 
and three cases were discharged to their homes. Two young boys 
are receiving treatment at the North Reading State Sanatorium. 
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A total of 40 adult suspects and contacts, also discharged cases 
received supervision at the Middlesex County Out-Patient Dept., 35 
children were also examined and x-rayed there. Rutland State Sana- 
torium reported one case returning for check-up, and private physi- 
cians two Cases. 

Follow-up and examination of reactors and suspicious children 
was given by the School Clinic, Middlesex County Sanatorium and ~ 
the Chadwick Clinic of the State Dept. of Health. Also as part of 
their program for the early detection of tuberculosis the Clinic tested 
the entire High School group this year. 


We had a very successful Christmas Seal Sale in 1937. and this, 
with a generous donation from the Edward P. Clarke Post Band, 
enabled us to send eight children to Health Camp Virginia for one 
month each this summer. These children were chosen from our 
underweight-reactor group by Dr. W. R. Martin, School Clinic 
Physician. 


One hundred thirty home visits were made by me to tubercular 
patients during the year, and fifty clinic visits were made. 


In addition to medical and nursing supervision, many times ex- 
tras were needed such as milk, eggs and medical supplies.

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Dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick are located in Dover, 
Millis, Sherborn, Framingham, Holliston, Metcalf, Medway, Bragg- 
ville, Hopkinton, Marlboro, Northboro, Charles River, Sudbury West- 
boro, Hudson and South Sudbury. Market milk is received from 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and Western Massachusetts. 


Samples of milk were collected every month from all licensed 
dealers selling milk and cream in Natick. Three hundred and forty- 
three samples were examined in the laboratory during 1937. In 
instances when the report from the laboratory showed that any given 
sample was below standard, an investigation was made and sugges- 
tions given to overcome the trouble and bring the milk up to 
standard. 


Local dairies were inspected and scored as required by the State 
Milk Control Board. All outside dairies were inspected by their local 
inspector or inspectors from the State Milk Control Board.

Report of the Chemist and Bacteriologist 


January 19, 1938.

Gentlemen: 


Three hundred forty-three samples of milk representing thirty- 
eight dairies, were examined in the laboratory during the year 1937. 


The examination included the determination of fat and total 
solids; the reductase test for keeping quality; the sediment test for 
the presence of dirt; and the microscopic examination of the sedi- 
ment by the Stewart-Slack method. Of the three hundred forty- 
three samples none was below legal standard for butter-fat content, 
21 were below standard for total solids, and all were satisfactory in 
the reductase and macroscopic and microscopic sediment tests. 


Several special examinations were made on milk samples from 
individual cows at the request of some of the dairies. 


For the second year all milk sold has been pasteurized, and there 
have been no samples unsatisfactory in the reductase test, or show- 
ing an excessive bacterial content.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


It is not news that we come again and report large case loads 
that have been carried during another year of the present unemploy- 
ment depression which has now lasted eight years with resulting 
large expenditures. 


As the relief applicants have called upon us for needed assistance, 
we have endeavored to exercise the best possible judgment in admin- 
istering to their needs. It has been our aim to provide adequately 
for each and every case and yet restrict expenditures to a minimum. 
In order to do this every case has been budgeted according to the 
standard budget which we have set up within our Department. In 
following this procedure, we have experienced that each case can be 
justly dealt with. 


The question has been raised, why don’t relief rolls drop in pro- 
portion to the improvement in industry? The answer is, as employ- 
ment opportunities open up they are filled for the most part by those 
unemployed who are not on relief. It has been estimated that there 
were as many again unemployed not on relief as there were persons 
on relief. We have then, on one hand a potential relief group strug- 
gling to stay off relief rolls and on the other, a relief group who, for 
obvious reasons, have small hope of getting back on regular payrolls. 


It is evident that we face a long time problem of relief with a 
group of relief clients who have become quite conscious of their sta- 
tus as wards of-the municipality, and who will insist on the relief 
standards to which they have become accustomed. This will mean 
that there will be need for the development of administrative tech- 
nique for the handling of a very difficult situation. 


Again we are moved to emphasize the importance of a properly 
trained staff, with provisions for the payment of salaries that are in 
line with the responsibility of the various positions and with due re- 
gard to the training and experience of each staff member. 


Mothers’ Aid, effective since 1913 and considered by Public Wel- 
fare workers generally as a most effectual and satisfactory type of 
relief for mothers with dependent children, took on a new title in the 
year 1937 namely “Aid to Dependent Children”. With the accept- 
ance of the Massachusetts Plan for Aid to Dependant Children by 
the Social Security Board, the Federal Government has participated 
in the program making financial grants to the state, which in turn 
has been allocated to the several towns and cities. The Federal 
Government allow an amount equal to one third of the sum expended 
up to $18.00 monthly for one dependant child and one third of $12.00 
for each of the other dependant children in the same home. ‘The 
Commonwealth reimburses for one third of the full amount expended 
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in each case and the city or town where the family resides assumes 
the balance of the expense. Legal settlements are no longer rec- 
ognized in furnishing this aid. 


The Massachusetts law as amended provides that not only a 
mother but a father, grandfather, grandmother, brother, sister, step- 
father, stepmother, stepsister, uncle or aunt hereafter listed as 
“parents”, may receive aid for a dependant child who has been de- 
prived of parental support or care by reason of death, continued ab- 
sence from home, or physical or mental incapacity of a parent, if he 
is living in a place of residence maintained by one or more of such 
relatives as his or their own home. Under this law there is a greater 
possibility for people not suitable, or not entirely in need of assistance 
to file applications. 


The new law on Old Age Assistance (Chapter 436 of 1936) effective 
September 1, 1936, which lowered the eligibility from seventy years 
of age to sixty-five years has resulted in a large influx of applica- 
tions. On September 1, 1936, at the age of seventy years, we had 
approximately one hundred cases and on December 31, 1937, at the 
age of sixty-five years, we have two hundred and seventy cases. 
The main eligibility requirements are: sixty-five years of age or over, 
a citizen of the United States, a resident of the state for at least five 
out of the last nine years and for the last full year next prior to date 
of application and not having sufficient income or other resources 
to support self. 


The Board of Public Welfare takes this opportunity to thank 
all who have assisted in any way to lessen the burden and expense, 
to those who mostly through no fault of their own, have become in 
need of aid and relief. The number of cases handled by our Depart- 
ment for the past year are as follows: General Relief, applications 
received 387, granted 283, refused 104; Old Age Applications, received 
360, granted 270, refused 32; Mothers’ Aid, now Aid to Dependant 
Children, applications received 53, granted 52 parents and 108 child- 
ren, refused 1.

REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


January 3, 1938. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Our report for 1937 covers a year which has seen considerable 
progression compared to other recent years, but principally has 
established a better foundation for years to come. 


There has been an increase in home building, and a new school 
has been started in South Natick. The new Police Station and pro- 
posed Court House building on the Town Lot adds further civic con- 
struction. 


There have been added to the original three Single-Family Resi- 
dence areas three new areas: 


S-4 surrounding Fiske. Meadow, 

S-5 surrounding the main Lake Cochituate. 

S-6 comprising the area west of S-5 and extending to Boden 
Lane to include some of the fine territory now opening for 
development. nt 


The Zoning of the town has been considerably improved by these 
changes and offers a further encouragement to developers, command- 
ing the attention of out of town real estate men as a bid for building 
in Natick. 


The Planning Board have passed upon four plans for plats sub- 
mitted to the Selectmen as the Board of Survey. These included: 


1) The Arnold Development on Crescent Road. 
2) The Waidner Development on Hartford Street. 
3) The Eng Development on Woodland Street. 
4) The Anthony Development off Speen Street. 


The individual petitions to the Board of Appeals have been care- 
fully considered before making a report in each case. ‘The decisions 
have been unusual in at least two of these, and we believe calculated . 
to maintain the spirit as well as the letter in each case. This is the 
only way that the protection which zoning offers can be finally 
attained. 


The single subject of greatest interest for the future has been 
the study of Lake Cochituate. The passing of Chapter 197 of the 
Acts of 1937 made possible the opening of Lake Cochituate for boat- 
ing and fishing under certain conditions. 


The Planning Board worked with our Representative, Selectmen, 
Chief of Police, and other town officials in a co-operative effort to 
provide the greatest use of these facilities, but with the safeguards 
that would keep the lake our greatest asset. 
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sr watthe suggestion of the Commissioner of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict the Planning Board met with the Selectmen and others to draw 
up a set of proposed regulations which were submitted. 


The postponement of these privileges is tied up with future plans 
for the water supply as well as finances, and the proper administra- 
tion of the recreational use of the lake and its surroundings. We 
are taking this opportunity to give further study to the problem 
which may well determine the future character of our town. 


Another major study for this year has been the desirable mini- 
mum area for the size of new building lots. Our present Building 
Code provides a minimum of 5,000 square feet in residence districts. 


Natick is situated in a suburban area, and our standards should 
not be too far below that of neighboring towns. 


We have conferred with our bordering towns, and find in Sher- 
born, Dover, and Weston recent regulations calling for 40,000 square 
feet or one acre in a majority of the town area. Wayland has pro- 
posed an increase in minimum sizes, and Wellesley has adopted 
15,000 square feet. The only other town bordering Natick is Fram- 
ingham, which has no protection. 


We have considered the location and surroundings of the land 
available for new developments in Natick, and have decided to rec- 
ommend to the next town meeting the increase to a minimum lot 
size of 10,000 square feet for Single-family Residence Districts, and a 
minimum lot size of 8,500 square feet for the General Residence Dis- 
tricts. The same minimum lot size of 8,500 square feet would also be 
established in the other districts. 


We believe this will give a scale that is proper and logical for 
Natick. Our figures are in line with the lot sizes that are being used 
by those submitting plats during the last year and selling property 
which fits its surroundings and satisfies the buyer. It should be re- 
membered that lots of previous record are exempt from the new 
requirement, providing literally hundreds of available sites. 


The problem offered by trailers has been studied, and it is rec- 
ommended to confine their use to Commercial Districts under proper 
sanitary conditions as defined by the Board of Health. 


We have been able to take but little advantage of the W. P. A. 
projects this year. The Drainage Survey sponsored by our Board, 
and supervised by the Public Works Department was active until 
June, and produced some excellent material not previously on records 
or plans. We hope to resume this work. 


The Street Lighting Survey Books were placed in the custody of 
the Selectmen for use in checking pole locations and lighting changes. 


Our Board was invited to meet with the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Trade in May to discuss planning for Natick’s growth. 
An able talk was given to us by Mr. E. T. Hartmann of the Division 
of Town Planning of the Massachusetts Department of Public Wel- 
fare. 


The Planning Board will be reorganized in March, 1938, when it > 
comes under the provisions of Chapter 43 of the General Laws, as 
revised by Chapter 211 of the Acts of 1936. This proposal was set 
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forth in our report of last year. It will result principally in the elec- 
tion of a complete new board for terms of one to five years to be 
followed by one member being elected each year for a five year term. 


The new board are to make a Master or Study Plan for Natick, 
and we recommend that a beginning be made on this in 1938. 


New plats including proposed new streets will now be submitted 
directly to the Planning Board for hearing and action, rather than as 
previously to the Selectmen sitting as a Board of Survey, advised by 
the Planning Board. This will simplify the procedure and relieve the 
Selectmen of one duty. 


The Planning Board wish to acknowledge the gift of a View of 
Natick in 1887 from Miss Mabel F. Burleigh, formerly a member of 
the board. 


We also want to thank the Selectmen and the various town 
boards and individuals who have co-operated with us this year. We 
are, as always, indebted to the State Planning Board and Massachu- 
setts Federation of Planning Boards for advice and assistance. 


So we approach the new year with its problems and progress, 
believing that the experience of the past year will guide us toward 
a Natick we have visioned.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


On the fourteenth of April occurred the death of Miss Partridge, 
who had served the Morse Institute, first as assistant and then as 
librarian, for fifty-three years. The following tribute to her char- 
acter and work was adopted and published by the Trustees at that 
time. 


“Whereas, in the recent death of our Librarian, Miss 
Mira R. Partridge, the Morse Institute and the Town of 
Natick have lost a faithful and highly esteemed public ser- 
vant, be it resolved: 


“That the Trustees of the Institute hereby express their 
deep appreciation of her fine character, enthusiastic devotion 
to her life work and constant endeavor to extend the useful- 
ness of the library to the townspeople and to the schools. 
Her fifty-three years of untiring and efficient service have 
contributed much to the growth and improvement of the 
Town’s library.” 


During the serious illness of Miss Partridge, Mrs. Ada C. Adams 
was appointed Acting Librarian. She had joined the library staff 
twelve years ago as assistant cataloguer, bringing high recommenda- 
tions from officials’ of the Western Reserve University Library in 
Cleveland and of the Massachusetts State Library Commission. In 
view of her efficient and satisfactory administration as Acting Libra- 
rian, she was promoted on November first, by unanimous vote of the 
Trustees, to the office of Librarian. 


The usefulness of the Library to the people of Natick keeps on 
growing, as measured roughly by the number of books taken out 
for home and school use. That number, in 1937, was 134,402, or an 
average of about ten volumes for every man, woman and child in the 
town. This was the largest circulation for any year in the history 
of the library, surpassing the 1936 record by 9,838. 


The gain was largely due to the opening of branch delivery 
stations for books at the school houses in East Natick and North 
Natick. This plan was started by the Librarian in June and was car- 
ried out during the rest of the year by the assistants with the help 
of the school janitors. The steady increase in the number of books 
called for at the branch stations, amounting to 6,756 at the end of the 
year, testifies to the growing popularity of the new service. 


Besides the increase in circulation through the branches, the 
number of books delivered from the central library also showed an 
increase of 3,082. 


The handling of the large additional circulation, both at the 
branches and the central library, without any addition to the work- 
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ing force, but on the contrary with one less assistant than formerly, 
is a testimonial to the efficient management of the Librarian and to 
the hearty co-operation of her assistants. It has been accomplished 
by a rearrangement of work and hours, with the cheerful compliance 
of all employees. 


The Trustees hereby call attention to the excellent report of the 
Librarian which follows, and which has been adopted as a part of our 
report, together with that of the Treasurer.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The year 1937 was saddened by the death of Miss Mira R. Part- 
ridge who had given fifty-three years of service to the library and the 
people of Natick. In 1901, having then been on the staff for sixteen 
years she was appointed librarian. Through her wisdom and devo- 
tion she placed the library among the foremost in the State. For 
the last three years she had been far from well, and had twice been 
in the hospital. Eventually her death came rather suddenly on 
April 14th. 


It was with the utmost trepidation that I took up the task that 
she had relinquished. But with the aid and encouragement of the 
Trustees, and the loyal support of our well-trained staff, I am able 
to report that the work has progressed much as usual. 


On the first of November we lost, through marriage, one of our 
most popular assistants, Miss Marguerite Taylor, who had been 
with us since July, 1929. Miss Doris Stevens, a graduate of Damon 
Hall Junior College, who had served a two-year apprenticeship at the 
Newton Public Library, was appointed to the place left vacant by 
Miss Taylor. ~ 


Our records show a gratifying’ increase in the number of books 
circulated this year, due probably to many contributing causes. Un- 
employment may be one grim reason, the decline of the knitting 
craze another, but the most obvious of all is the opening of our 
branches. 


Although only a small town from the standpoint of population, 
we have spread ourselves over several square miles, which means 
that many of the people, particularly the children, find it too far to 
get to the centre of the town for their books. For years East Natick 
has been asking for a branch library. It seemed a request impossible 
to grant because of the expense involved. Yet it was true that the 
East Natick and North Natick children were cut off from all library 
facilities by the Worcester turnpike almost as effectually as by a 
river. 


Then came the idea that “a half loaf might be better than 
none.” We consulted with Mr. Hall, Superintendent of Schools, and 
it was decided to try a one-day branch in both the East Natick and 
North Natick schools. Mr. Hall provided the use of the large recre- 
ation room at the East Natick school every Friday, and the use of 
the North Natick school every Monday. Each Friday one of the 
assistants carries about three hundred books to the East Natick 
school and is on duty there from three until eight o’clock, when, as 
arranged by Mr. Hall, the janitor puts her boxes of books back into 
her car, ready for the return trip to the main library. The same 
procedure is carried out for North Natick on Mondays. 
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At first the scholars were almost our only patrons, but it was 
not long before the adults realized that they also could find some 
worth while books at the school. Now, judging by the number of 
books and magazines reserved each week, we feel that we are meet- 
ing a very real need. Still it is an interesting fact that after seven 
months two-thirds of the books given out at the branches are to the 
children, while at the main library it is in inverse ratio—the adults 
take the two-thirds share 


Our branch circulation increased from 750 the first month, to its 
peak, 1,298 in November; the total circulation for the seven months 
being 6,756. We are inclined to feel that the figures speak for them- 
selves. 


Books are also taken every Wednesday morning to the Junior 
High School for distribution to the scholars of the seventh, eighth, 
and ninth grades. It was these Wednesday trips that suggested the 
more extended ones to North and East Natick. On Wednesdays 
there are only about sixty books charged out, but for the short time 
allotted us it is necessary to have two librarians in attendance. 
Twenty-eight book deposits are sent every six weeks by the Young 
People’s Department to the grade schools for use in the class room. 


As a special Book Week feature the librarians from the Young 
People’s Department visited all of the grammar schools, giving 
stories suitable to the various grades. New books were on exhibition 
at the library, and the jackets from these books were displayed at 
the Junior High School by the Book Club. But the high light of the 
week was the coming of Mrs. Sina F. Waterhouse, with her “Seeing 
Eye” dog, Peppy, to tell the children about the “Seeing Eye” organ- 
ization and the helpfulness of the dogs. Mr. Hall had kindly allowed 
us the use of the High School and the children’s response to the 
invitation was overwhelming. 


We can give an account of the number of books “charged out” 
in definite figures, but there is no way to show the value of the 
library to the community in other directions. 


Reference material and its use is one very important branch of 
a library’s work. This last year, in order to keep up with the grow- 
ing need for material on vocational training we consulted with Mr. 
Hall and Mr. Hill, Principal of the High School, and were advised 
to put a set of career monographs in our reference room. The set 
we purchased is published by The Institute for Research, and com- 
prises eighty-two monographs, ranging alphabetically from “Account- 
ancy” to “Women’s Apparel-Shop Management.” We all feel that 
these will be an invaluable help in giving the young people insight 
into the fields of endeavor open to them, and the training necessary 
for the different lines of work. But their usefulness need not be 
confined to the scholars. Older people who are not entirely satfsfied 
with what they are doing may through the perusal of these booklets 
find new opportunities along congenial lines. 


We are doing what we can on a pamphlet file, though at present 
we are limited by time, space and money. Still we have made a 
beginning on what we consider one of the important tools of our 
trade. Free or inexpensive pamphlets often give the most up-to-date 
information on technical subjects—subjects on which we might not 
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feel justified in buying books, yet on which we should like to have 
some reliable material for the occasional patron. The State college 
sends us agricultural and domestic science bulletins without charge, 
and the government at Washington sends us among other subjects, 
labor statistics. We also buy some of those advertised. 


Large libraries keep a strict account of all reference books used 
and reference questions answered. That would be an impossibility 
for us, and does not seem to be necessary. If we can make the people 
of Natick feel that we are here to help them to the extent of our 
ability and that we have good material to supply their mental and 
spiritual needs we are sure that we shall have filled acceptably our 
place in the town’s activities. When a mother says to us, “It is won- 
derful to have the branch. We live so far from here that my little 
girl has never before been able to come to the library. Now she can 
pick out her books every week”, we feel that such a remark is worth 
more than any statistics. One mother made the effort to get to the 
main library because she wanted a technical book. She had not 
realized that she could telephone to us and the book would be 
brought to her with the regular collection. Evidently we had not 
advertised that service quite enough—a fault common to most 
libraries. 


Magazines as they come from the publishers are much more 
attractive than in dark library covers. So we decided to try putting 
them on the table for the use of the public in their own colorful 
jackets. Their increased use seems to have justified the experiment. 
Another attractive feature is the display of posters made by the 
Senior High School students in Miss Ratsey’s art class. These 
posters bring to the attention of the public groups of books on 
interesting subjects. 


We are very much indebted to Miss Florence Bearce, Mr. 
Charles Emery, Miss Rina Haggett, Mrs. Dudley Harmon, Mr. 
Marshall Hoyt, Miss Mary Latour, Miss Myrtle Markham, Miss Edith 
True, Miss Lois Wanececk and Mr. Daniel Wight for books pre- 
sented to the library. In the Young People’s Library “Realms of 
Gold in Children’s books” and “Five Years of Children’s Books” 
were added from the Herbert Billings Rose fund. 


Mr. and Mrs. Daniel H. Wight, cousins of Miss Lucy Ellen 
Wight have again given us the Natick Bulletin of the past year, for 
binding, thereby continuing Miss Wight’s thoughtful custom. 


The “Advance” and the “Missionary Herald” are given us by 
Miss Bertha Randall, “America” by the Catholic Woman’s Club, 
“The Lamp” by Mrs. Margaret McCrudden, and “The Spirit of 
Missions” by the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Episcopal Church. Mr. 
T. A. Hurd brings us “Mechanics and Handicraft” every month. 


Other gifts of papers and periodicals are the “Algonquin Trail”, 
“Daughters of the American Revolution Magazine”, “Elks”, “Middle- 
sex County Bulletin”, “National News of the American Legion Aux- 
iliary”, “New England Poultryman”, “Rotarian”, “Rosicrusian Digest’, 
“Life and Health”, and “National Humane Review”, from their 
organizations and publishers. 


The Natick Bulletin and Natick Herald came regularly and the 
aah have very kindly printed the Library Column and all items 
sent them. 
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More book marks from G. E. Gordon, George C. Watson, and 
Miss Mabel Burleigh were given us this year and are as popular as 
ever. 


The’ following people have given so many flowers during the 
spring and summer that there were always some on the desk: Mrs. 
Esther Bartlett, Mrs. Mary Brooks, Mr. Charles Emery, Mrs. Lucy 
Forbes, Mrs. Nettie Hurd, The Maria Hayes Home, Mr. John

We are also grateful to Chief Evans and his officers for various 
favors. 


Miss Ellen Ware Fiske presented the library with a framed 
photograph of Abner Morse, who, in 1853, compiled the Morse 
Genealogy; and of the Morse Monument, placed in the ancient Med- 
field cemetery in 1858. She also has given us a letter of Abner Morse 
relative to the monument. 


By the terms of Miss Partridge’s will we received her books 
and music, of which some have already been catalogued and put on 
the shelves. 


With the help of the ladies of the Congregational Church, who 
served us a delicious luncheon, the library entertained the Charles 
River Library club on March 30th. Miss Partridge, who had super- 
vised the planning of the meeting, was stricken by what proved to 
be her last illness and was unable to attend. 


The appearance and comfort of the office are enhanced by a 
new typewriter desk and chair. A buzzer which has recently been 
installed from the charging desk to the office, adds considerably to 
the efficiency of the work done. 


To the Trustees, the staff and the janitor I extend my sincere 
gratitude for their support and co-operation during this period of 
transition.

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REPORT OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION 
SERVICE 


The following is the report of the work of the Middlesex County 
Extension Service in the town of Natick for the year, 1937. 


Most of the work in agriculture in the town of Natick this past 
year has been with individual farmers. A mouse control demonstra- 
tion was held at Lookout Farm, at which Walter Dykstra of the 
United States Biological Survey, showed how to control this serious 
orchard pest. A very large attendance indicated the interest of local 
fruit growers. A talk on soil and soil testing was made to the West 
Natick Parent-Teachers’ Association. Soil samples from Natick 
farms and homes were tested at the Extension Service office. Natick 
fruit and vegetable growers received timely spray warning cards. 


Dairy Herd Improvement management and dairy cattle feeding 
work were discussed with several farmers. George D. Hanchett of 
South Natick has tried out molasses grass silage this year. ‘This is 
attracting a number of farmers in the neighboring farms to see how 
it is working out. 


Hight visits were made to seven Natick poultrymen. ‘These were 
on poultry diseases, marketing and management. Circular material 
on poultry diseases, marketing and management was sent to eleven 
Natick poultrymen. 


The homemakers’ groups in Natick did not take any of the pro- 
jects offered by the Home Department of the Extension Service this 
past year. A number of the members of the Natick Mothers’ Club 
attended the Music and Folk Dancing Festival, which was held last 
spring. One or two representatives of the Natick groups attended 
the two planning meetings of the Conservation of the Home program. 
Home visits were made and Mother Service letters distributed to 
those on the mailing list. 


The boys’ and girls’ 4-H Club work brings Natick up as one of 
the banner towns in the county. This past year there were 227 boys 
and girls enrolled, principally in the clothing, food, canning, garden, 
handicraft, and junior homemaker clubs. Miss Myrtle Markham ser- 
ved as town chairman of the 4-H Club committee and was assisted 
by twelve leaders. 


Glenna Duboyce was awarded the two-day trip to the State Col- 
lege for doing outstanding club work. A mid-winter exhibit, showing 
the accomplishments of the boys and girls, was held at one of the 
women’s clubs meetings. Cora Webb was one of four Middlesex 
County delegates chosen to participate in the State Dress Contest. 
Harry Stout attended the Leaders’ Camp at the Massachusetts State 
College. Many of the garden and canning club members, as well as 
members of other clubs, exhibited at the Natick Grange Fair.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 1937 


To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


In submitting its report for 1937 your School Committee feels 
that it can do no better than recommend to everyone a careful read- 
ing of Superintendent Hall’s report to the committee which report 
we are glad to incorporate and make a part of this. Several points 
mentioned by the superintendent are worthy of particular emphasis 
because they have had the careful consideration and approval of 
the committee. 


The matter of sanitary equipment at various schools is serious. 
This subject has been taken up each year and requests for funds to 
improve conditions have been included in the proposed budget each 
time, but it has not been thought advisable to grant the appropria- 
tion necessary to complete the work. This work cannot be put off 
longer. Proper authorities consider conditions a menace to health 
and have ordered us to correct them or close the schools affected. 
We have, therefore, obtained figures showing costs and included the 
item in the proposed budget for 1938. The town cannot afford to 
bring upon itself the unfavorable publicity which will come from 
neglect to remedy the evil. 


The double session at the high school is beginning to make it- 
self felt more seriously each year it is continued. It is obvious what 
is happening when as the superintendent says each one of the one 
hundred ninety pupils to graduate this coming June will have received 
approximately five months less class room instruction than would 
have been received under the one session plan. The double session 
high school is not an inducement for new comers to make a home in 
Natick. A creditable school system in both equipment and personnel 
is one of the most attractive assets a town can have. 


In order to keep up with the best educational methods and prac- 
tices we must be alive to the trend of the times and try to prepare 
the young people to cope with conditions they must face when school 
days are over. It is becoming more evident that Vocational Educa- 
tion must be a part of a public school curriculum particularly for 
boys. We should make a start in Natick along lines being laid out 
and recommended by the State Board of Education. We are includ- 
ing an item in the Budget for 1938 to start this in a small way. 


In common with a nationwide tendency the enrollment of our 
elementary schools has been declining since 1928. This made it 
necessary for the committee in the best interest of the town to regret- 
fully discontinue the use of the Mary Gilson School for school pur- 
poses. We do not need more room in our elementary schools but 
we need more modern and better located buildings. We should 
replace the Nathan Rice School as the next move in modernizing 
our elementary schools. 
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The committee acknowledges with deep appreciation the hearty 
co-operation of the teaching personnel which under Superintendent 
Hall is doing excellent work for the town. An organization of any 
kind does its best work when it is doing it in harmony, and a spirit 
of harmony is therefore to be encouraged. 


We cannot close this report without saying a word of apprecia- 
tion for the work of two servants of the town who have worked 
faithfully for us in the schools for many years, both of whom went 
into well earned retirement last year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1937 is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


Survey of Schools 


At the last annual town meeting a committee of five citizens 
were appointed to study the school situation and make a report at 
a later meeting. This committee has visited and inspected all build- 
ings and is holding a number of meetings in reference to its work. 
It seems advisable to work out a definite plan for building replace- 
ment which will weigh carefully the relative needs in the various dis- 
tricts in the town and to recommend a building program which will 
cover a period of years. The ancient building at South Natick is 
being replaced by a modern school together with an auditorium 
which can be used for both school and community purposes. ‘The 
Nathan Rice School on Pond Street, as stated in previous reports, 
is in a deplorable condition from almost every angle and should be 
considered next. Some agitation is underway for an extension of 
school facilities in the North Natick district. This section of the 
town is fairly compact and no doubt a building there would add 
greatly to the general development of the district. The present school 
houses about thirty pupils of the first and second grades. The re- 
mainder of the elementary grade pupils are transported to the Felch- 
ville School where the enrollment is not large and therefore the hous- 
ing situation not acute. The question, therefore, is not so much a 
matter of relieving congestion as of providing modern school facili- 
ties in a growing community. The Lincoln School which was remod- 
elled some fifteen years ago will be in need of considerable additional 
repair work in the near future. The portions of the building which 
were remodelled such as the floors and ceilings are in good shape 
but other portions especially the windows, gutters, etc., are badly in 
need of extensive repairs. The problems facing the committee in 
reference to the Senior High have been covered in previous reports 
and are referred to in other parts of this report. 


The Board of Health has investigated the sanitary conditions in 
a number of buildings and has called upon the School Committee to 
take action to improve the situation in several buildings. No doubt 
improvement of these conditions will be considered or will be under- 
way by the time this report is published. This improvement will also 
include the replacement of old water mains as we had to do the past 
summer at West Natick. 


Decrease in School Population 


The Office of Education of the United States Department of the 
Interior reports that high school enrollments throughout the coun- 
try have virtually doubled every ten years since 1890. This is gen- 
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erally true in Natick and has brought about the organization of a 
double session in order to care for the situation. The lower grades, 
however, show a decrease in numbers. This decrease has been fairly 
steady in Natick since 1928. This, together with the establishment 
of the Parochial School, has meant a smaller enrollment in the Junior 
High School the past three or four years. This steady decrease is, 
according to federal reports, a reflection of the country’s falling 
birthrate. Our school budget has remained about the same. This 
is due to the fact that the increase in the senior high enrollment 
together with the additional cost of the double session have offset 
the decrease in the elementary grades. In keeping with this decrease, 
the drop in the Mary Gilson district has also been steady since 1928. 
This decrease, together with the Board of Health’s recommendation 
regarding the obsolete sanitation system, warranted the closing of 
the building for school purposes. The W. P. A. sponsors’ agent for 
Natick requested the use of the building as W. P. A. headquarters. 
Believing it to be advantageous to the town to put the building to 
some kind of use, the School Committee was glad to loan the build- 
ing to the W. P. A. officials. 


Promotion of a Safety Program 


With the increase in highway traffic accidents, the school depart- 
ment in co-operation with the police department has planned addi- 
tional safeguards for the Natick school children. The police depart- 
ment has established safety lines in the streets near the various 
school buildings where pupils may cross in safety under the super- 
vision of police or of janitors with police authority. A program 
planned to make all pupils in the school system safety conscious is 
arranged to extend throughout the entire school year. Safety pro- 
jects worked out in senior high school social study classes are used 
for the benefit of pupils in all grades of the school system. 


The safety program includes such items as the following: a sur- 
vey of the practices of school children in crossing streets on their 
way to school in the morning; talks to all school pupils by a police 
officer concerning safe practices about the school building and in go- 
ing to and from school; the distribution of safety posters and safety 
literature, to the various schools; the establishment of a Student 
Safety Council at the senior high school to supervise student activi- 
ties in and about the high school building; the assignment of safety 
patrollers equipped with regulation police belts in grade schools and 
junior high to assist classmates in crossing streets; the use of copies 
of the accident spot map prepared by the police department i in school 
as a basis for discussing ways and means of avoiding accidents; the 
taking and showing of local motion pictures which illustrate unsafe 
pedestrian and cycling practices; the use of portable street signs 
warning motorists that they are in a school zone; the establishment 
of a daily bulletin on ice skating conditions available to all school 
children; the organization of a bicycle club and the registration of 
approximately six hundred bicycles of school children. Each regis- 
tered bicycle has been equipped with a steel number plate received 
from the New England Pressed Steel Company through the co-oper- 
ation of the Natick Rotary Club. A duplicate registration is filed 
with the police department for use in tracing lost or stolen bicycles. 
The police department is also co-operating in a follow-up system 
which will notify parents and school principals of any children dis- 
covered indulging in unsafe practices with their bicycles. 
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The Third Year of the Double Session 


We are now entering our third year of the two-platoon plan at 
the Senior High School with a total enrollment this year of 648— 
seven less than the total enrollment at this time last year. In my 
report last year, I called attention to the educational loss to pupils 
occasioned by the two-session plan. This loss is made more evident 
when we consider that each of the one hundred ninety pupils to grad- 
ate this coming June will have received, because of the double session 
during the past three years, approximately five months less class 
room instruction than would have been received under the one-ses- 
sion plan as operated four years ago. In addition to this loss in class 
room instruction, these pupils have had much less opportunity for 
assistance from teachers outside of class and decidedly less oppor- 
tunity to profit by our offerings in art, physical education and music. 
This loss will continue for the coming generations of pupils until 
adequate housing space is provided. In spite of handicaps, the spirit 
of both faculty and pupils is good. The school is continuing in its 
efforts to make the material and methods of instruction fit the needs 
of the pupils entrusted to its care. The interest and efforts of the 
faculty in trying to understand the needs of individual pupils and to 
adapt instruction to these needs are being rewarded by a much 
keener interest in subject matter by the great majority of pupils and 
in a decided improvement in student morale. 


A special effort is being made this year to still further improve 
our facilities for understanding and properly guiding pupils, so that 
they may get a maximum of educational advantage and prevocational 
preparation from the facilities which the school has to offer. We 
are also extending our guidance program to make it of greater ser- 
vice to a larger number of pupils. One of our teachers who has 
taken several courses in Guidance at Boston University is allowed 
five periods a week to work in this field. Since school opened, this 
teacher has given mental ability tests to all sophomores and juniors 
and has worked out a method for making available to all class room 
teachers significant information about pupils collected from various 
sources. By this plan each teacher will have definite information 
concerning the eyesight, hearing, chronological and mental ages, 
comparative reading ability and any known conditions of general 
health or environment which merit the consideration of the teacher. 
As a result of this information, pupils will receive more individual 
attention and more intelligent guidance. The more a sympathetic 
teacher knows about a youth’s mental and emotional nature, the 
better he can help him to get properly adjusted to his school work 
and to think intelligently about a vocation after school days are over. 
Steps are being taken not only to obtain more helpful information 
about our pupils, but also to provide them with more helpful infor- 
mation about various vocational possibilities. The public library has 
co-operated with the school in making information about various 
vocations available to students by purchasing an excellent set of 
research pamphlets which discuss impartially the necessary qualifica- 
tions for some fifty major occupations. These pamphlets are kept 
on reserve at the library and are available to students and others 
upon request. 


Although we can offer excellent prevocational training in the 
general field of business, we have practically no facilities for pre- 
liminary instruction in the trades or in industry. The fact that many

more boys than girls leave school without having completed their 
high school courses would seem to suggest that we are making much 
better provision for the practical education of girls than we are for 
such education of boys. A course in general shop work organized so 
that boys might specialize in different phases of the work according 
to their peculiar interests and abilities would be a great asset to our 
curriculum. 


Coolidge Junior High School 


With the view of making progress some adjustments have been 
made in the course of study. Science, including hygiene as required 
by the State Board of Education is now offered to all pupils in the 
building. In the ninth grade a course in ethics has been introduced. 
This course, started last year, has already proved its value in pro- 
viding a foundation for social procedures. In an attempt to make 
household arts for girls more attractive our offering has been 
changed to place the emphasis more on the selection and up-keep 
of the wardrobe and less on plain sewing, more a matter of con- 
sumer education than mere construction work. The response to this 
type of offering appears to be more satisfactory. 


A year ago I set forth the reasons, as they appeared to me, for 
adding a general vocational department to our school system. I 
quoted Director Robert Small of the Division of Vocational Educa- 
tion for Massachusetts as stating, “We have two groups of minors 
demanding vocational education. 1. ‘Those who are interested in 
securing work but are not serious or settled in their choices and 
will not remain beyond age sixteen. 2. Those interested in becom- 
ing skilled workers and who will remain in training until they have 
completed the prescribed course.” My convictions that we should 
do something about this matter are further strengthened by a report 
recently given by Payson Smith, former Commissioner of Education 
for Massachusetts and a present member of President Roosevelt’s 
Survey Committee for Secondary Education. Dr. Smith said, in 
part, that it is apparent that incréasing burdens are to be thrown on 
Secondary Education since practically all boys and girls of high 
school age will have to continue in school because of economic con- 
ditions. The National Survey shows that since there are so many 
now in high school the question is raised as to how shall we care for 
them. A part of the answer seems to be an extension of general 
vocational education. The Superintendent of Schools in Chicago has 
gone so far as to recommend that since ninety per cent of all second- 
ary schools in Chicago went into trades and vocations rather than 
to colleges all these schools be changed into vocational schools. Our 
schools should fit for the common experiences of life, social and 
industrial. 


Having heard numerous leading authorities at recent educational 
conferences, I am convinced that our system is in many ways years 
ahead of most systems. We have been and are doing progressive 
things others are still only talking about. We have tried to fit our 
offering to the needs of the community. However, the extension of 
our vocational education program offers an added opportunity to be 
a leader in a very vital matter dealing with an increasing number of 
our secondary school population. It is going to be a gradual read- 
justment and the sooner a start is made the better prepared we are 
going to be for other necessary changes. 
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An expenditure.of about one thousand dollars for equipment 
would be necessary to make the Coolidge Portable ready for General 
Vocational Department purposes. No other immediate expense 
would be necessary since one-half the cost of the instructor and also 
one-half the salary of one of our present teachers would be borne 
by the State. 


Physical Activities Department 


Physical education classes are held in each elementary school 
building daily and are visited by the elementary instructor every two 
weeks. In order to maintain a better standard of accomplishment 
teachers are required to file a written report with the instructor 
as to work done between visits. Corrective work where necessary is 
done under the direction of the physical education department of 
Wellesley College which has been doing remarkable work in improv- 
ing serious posture cases. The junior high school has a well-devel- 
oped physical education and hygiene program for both boys and girls. 
This is possible as we have a full-time man and a full-time woman 
at that building. Since the advent of the double session in the sen- 
ior high school, however, the physical education program has neces- 
sarily been curtailed. In fact, we are able to offer only a limited 
athletic program for both boys and girls on an elective basis. It is 
impossible to continue this subject as a required course. The girls 
have enjoyed their second session of field hockey this fall and the 
program has developed to the extent of playing practice games with 
the Wellesley and Needham High Schools. Every effort is being 
made to broaden the athletic program in order that we may include 
everyone interested in taking part in some sport, either varsity or 
inter-class. The double session also limits the number of boys avail- 
able for athletics and has consequently hindered the development of 
material for future years. This year, our third with a double session, 
finds us handicapped to the greatest extent in this respect. We have 
passed through two seasons where there has been no opportunity for 
sophomores in varsity athletics. On our varsity football squad this 
year we had a dozen juniors, of whom but six had any experience. 
The extent of this experience was gained through one excused period 
per week when sophomores. This method of giving experience was 
found unsatisfactory, and we have not excused sophomores for var- 
sity practice this year. In order to have these boys entered in 
athletics we have inaugurated sophomore teams which will continue 
through the year under a faculty coach. The sophomore football 
team played a very successful season of four games. Fifty boys were 
outfitted and they practiced mornings under the direction of the 
coach. We plan to continue during the winter and spring this policy 
of handling sophomore athletics. Ice hockey was introduced on a 
league basis last year and Natick High School was a member of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Hockey League. Natick in its first season 
finished in second place in this league, defeating among others 
Somerville, the league champions, and Brockton. I feel that hockey 
has done its share towards making the public Natick-minded. Golf 
was introduced on a league basis last year. Natick High School 
went undefeated in the Bay State League, and as league champions 
went to the quarter-finals in the Massachusetts Schoolboy Golf 
Championship. Through the invitation of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Natick entered the Tech Basketball Tournament. 
Here the basketball team reached the semi-finals losing to the Lowell 
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High champions. We appreciate the invitation by the Tech author- 
ities, and are grateful for the many courtesies which they rendered 
the Natick High School. A tag football league played a series of 
twenty games at the junior high school during lunch periods, the 
final play-offs occurred during Thanksgiving week. The inter-class 
basketball league and the junior high varsity team will function 
during the winter. Equipment was made available so that the junior 
high had two teams in baseball last spring. On Saturday mornings 
during the winter the director promoted an elementary school basket- 
ball league. He was assisted in this work by the men of the junior 
and senior high faculties. Each elementary school was represented 
by teams and the average attendance was one hundred fifty boys. 


Health Work 


Through the co-operation of the Hard of Hearing Guild of 
Boston, audiometer testing of all pupils above the third grade was 
accomplished in November. Those children showing defects were 
checked a second time, and the school authorities were furnished 
with the results. A scientific test such as this has been greatly 
needed in Natick as some of our children thought to be inattentive 
were found to be hard of hearing. An intensive program in follow- 
up procedure is being made to make the best possible use of the 
results.

Progress in Music 


Music appreciation is becoming more and more important in 
school music and rightfully so. One purpose is to create in the child 
a liking for good music. The pupils enjoy music appreciation as 
much as any of their school activities and the teachers enjoy present- 
ing this work to their classes. The Music Hour system of song 
reading has been in progress for one year in the second grade and 
results can easily be seen in the third grade this year. Each year 
the method will have progressed one grade and eventually will show 
its results in the junior and senior high schools. 


The requests for instrumental instruction have increased to such 
an extent that it was necessary to add one day to the teacher’s time. 
In the elementary buildings some classes doubled in membership 
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and some tripled. The band has increased from forty to sixty in 
membership, all uniformed. A bugle and drum corps has been organ- 
ized with a membership of twenty. Instrumental classes at the 
junior high average eight to a class for eight periods per day, two 
days per week. One of the rooms in the portable building at the 
rear of the junior high makes a fine practice room for the band and 
for instrumental lessons. 


Art Department 


The Art Department probably more than any other department 
provides the opportunity for individual initiative. In the junior and 
senior high schools where the subject is almost entirely elective, the 
pupil is encouraged to carry out his own individuality in his art 
classes. Frequently his work is closely correlated with the assign- 
ments in history, science, English or shopwork. In this way his 
standard of accomplishment is raised in both subjects. 


In the senior high, one hundred forty-five pupils have elected 
drawing. The work must be on an individual basis here as, due to 
the double session, some seniors must take sophomore drawing, some 
junior drawing and some juniors are taking sophomore drawing. 
The progress in this department is well known to the public through 
the extensive poster work done by pupils of both the junior and 
senior high schools. Many students have been commended for their 
exceptionally good creative and commercial art work. 


Boston University Remedial Reading Clinic 


The School of Education at Boston University is promoting a 
clinic for the study of reading difficulties among school children. 
The facilities of this clinic are to be available to various school 
systems within a reasonable distance from Boston. Natick has been 
given one day per month in which representatives from the school 
of education will make an individual analysis of reading difficulties 
where necessary. Those children who have had difficulty in learn- 
ing to read will be given additional help by members of the clinic 
staff. Much of this remedial work can be done in conjunction with 
the service rendered by the state psychiatrist who visits Natick 
schools two days per month. 


Materials and devices developed by this reading clinic to assist 
the poor reader will be made available for the teacher. A lot of 
paraphernalia will not be necessary as supplementary reading books 
are available in each classroom and will be adjusted to fit the stand- 
ard of those having difficulty. Classroom libraries have already been 
built up in most of our rooms and the co-operation of the Morse 
Institute has aided greatly in making available books whose content 
appeals to all types of children. 


Nursery Schools-Kindergartens 


Four nursery schools under the sponsorship of the Federal 
W. P. A. are continuing during the present school year. ‘These 
centers are located in the Eliot and East Natick Schools, in the Oak 
Grove Portable, and a basement room in the Senior High School. 
The wages of teachers and helpers are paid from the W. P. A. funds. 
Up to the beginning of the present school year the W. P. A. provided 
food at noon time for these children. These funds, however, were 
withdrawn at the time of the opening of school; and the town, from 
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local funds, has continued to provide food under the sponsorship of 
the local W. P. A. agent. No encouragement is given that these 
centers will be continued beyond the present school year. They 
have proved generally beneficial and extremely popular with parents 
of children attending. The town should consider introducing the 
kindergarten system at least in some centers if the W. P.A. nursery 
schools are closed.

REPORT OF MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 


During the past year your committee has found no substantial 
unanimity of opinion amongst our citizens upon either the location 
for a memorial or the type of memorial that should be adopted. The 
committee adheres to the viewpoint previously expressed that the 
erection of a suitable memorial in the Town of Natick should not be 
too long delayed. 


Since our last report, the town lot adjacent to the common has 
been utilized for other purposes, and this limits the available sites to 
the common and to a few other locations dependent upon the type of 
memorial desired by the townspeople. It is desirable that any pro- 
posal should be accompanied by a considerable enthusiasm and gen- 
eral satisfaction. We would not be warranted in overlooking the 
benefits and inspiration which may come to future generations from 
a public recognition that sacrifice for the public weal, for the defense 
of our institutions and for protection of our natural rights has value. 
We may not permit time to dull or obliterate a memory of the sacri- 
fices of our townspeople who died for America. 


Under present circumstances, however, it seems desirable to de- 
lay submission of a definite proposal for at least another year. It 
may be borne in mind, however, that interest accumulations upon 
the Surplus War Bonus Fund continue to be transferred to the gen- 
eral revenues of the Town. At the annual town meeting of 1925 the 
Town voted in substance that the sum of $6577 received from the 
Commonwealth should form the nucleus of a fund “with the interest 
which may accrue thereon” for the establishment of a memorial. 
This fund was allowed to accumulate until 1930 and it then amounted 
to $8339.10. However, that accumulated interest with the subsequent 
earned interest has been transferred to the general town revenues. 
The interest would amount now to more than thirty five hundred 
dollars, if the fund had accumulated as the townspeople intended. 
We should not disregard this upon consideration of sums to be made 
available for memorial purposes.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their report 
for the year ended December 31, 1937. It has been a year of pro- 
gress at the Hospital. 


During the month of March, the new wing was opened and the 
Hospital started to function as a 60-bed institution. The service, 
modern equipment and comfortable rooms have evoked special com- 
mendation from doctors and patients and it is known as one of the 
best equipped hospitals in the vicinity. That it is outstanding is 
evidenced by the fact that officials from various points interested in 
hospitals have made inspections; among those being the Trustees 
of the Bar Harbor, Maine, hospital, who are contemplating building 
an addition. 


At the completion of the new wing, many changes were made in 
the main building. The rooms on the second floor were renovated 
and, as a safety measure, it was deemed advisable to convert Room 
No. 1 into a 3-bed ward, in order to relieve the situation in the men’s 
ward, reducing it to a 4-bed instead of 6-bed ward. All rooms except 
the men’s ward and maternity ward have been equipped with the 
modern hospital beds. It is hoped that in the near future funds may 
become available to give patients in these rooms the comfort and 
convenience of this modern equipment. The old dining room on the 
first floor was renovated and made into an office and record room 
and the old office was turned into a waiting room. 


The buildings are in good repair, with the exception of the roof 
of the Power House, which will need attention in the very near future. 
The grounds have been improved and the parking space enlarged. 
With the erection next year of the Airing Ward, donated to the 
Hospital, the community will have a most complete and up-to-date 
unit to serve them. 


The final payment from the P. W.A. on the new wing was re- 
ceived in December and the total cost of the building was $146,477.45 
—exclusive of furnishings and equipment. An unexpected expen- 
diture became necessary when we were obliged to purchase 
laundry machinery to replace the old that had worn out after more 
than twenty years of service. A new washing machine and ironer 
were purchased from the Poland Laundry Company. With discounts 
and salvage on old machinery deducted, plus the improvements to 
building at the time of installation, it entailed a cost of $3,500. It 
was necessary, but could be afforded least at this time, due to the 
depletion of all available cash for the building project. 


During the year, 1,188 patients were cared for, as against 1,075 
in 1936. This increase of 113 in only a part of a year—due to the 
construction work—is evidence of the need for the new wing. In 
the maternity department 222 births were recorded, against 181 for 
1936—an increase of 41 babies for 1937. 
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While the Town can boast one of the best hospitals, it has 
created a serious financial problem for the Trustees. The project 
has taken all available funds; the cost of operation has increased; 
the amount due the Hospital is increasing, due to conditions; and the 
returns from investments are decreasing. Every effort is being made 
to economize and effect savings without impairing the welfare of 
the patient. 


The average cost per patient per day for 1937 was $6.52. People 
unfortunate enough to require hospitalization, who pay less than 
$6.52 a day, are getting the benefit of the income from the Chicker- 
ing Fund and other funds. While business conditions were good 
and the returns from the investments big, the Hospital could pay its 
obligations on time, accumulate savings and pass on the benefits to 
the individuals in the way of low rates, but the situation has changed. 
If, in the future, revenue from the business and income from invest- 
ments cannot meet expenses, it will be necessary to call on the Town 
for assistance—a request that has not been made since 1921. 


The Trustees hope that the people in the community will appre- 
ciate the situation and will assist materially by remembering the 
Leonard Morse Hospital. By so doing, they will have a part in a 
most worthy work—that of relieving unfortunate, suffering humanity. 


Affiliation with the Associated Hospital Service Corporation of 
Massachusetts was effected in order to give the individual members 
of the association in this community, who require hospitalization, an 
opportunity to be near their homes.

The interest displayed by the community on Saturday afternoon, 
June 26, was very gratifying. Two hundred and twenty-four people 
visited the Hospital between the hours of two and four o’clock to 
inspect the new addition. | 


It is encouraging to note the continued co-operation given by 
the Ladies’ Aid Association. Their valuable assistance throughout 
the year, mentioned in the Superintendent’s report, is gratefully 
acknowledged and appreciated. 


The additional donations of an Obstetrical Table given by the 
Nurses’ Alumnae Association and the Gas Oxygen Machine and 
Instruments given by the Edward P. Clarke Post, American Legion, 
were a tremendous help to the Trustees and comfort to the patients. 


Again this year the Catholic Woman’s Club carried on and 
assisted many families by arranging for tonsilectomies in needy cases, 
the Club contributing one-half of the expense and the Hospital the 
balance.

To our Superintendent, Miss Marion L. Jackson, and her able 
assistants, and the members of the Courtesy and Consulting Staffs, 
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who, by their sacrifices and faithful services, have kept the Hospital 
on the high plane necessary for the approval of the American College 
of Surgeons, we extend our sincere thanks. 


The report of the Treasurer and Superintendent follow and are 
to be considered a part of this report.

To the Board of Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital: 


The report of the Leonard Morse Hospital for the year ending 
December 31, 1937, is respectfully submitted. 


In analyzing the medical statistics for the past year, one finds 
that the total number of patients cared for was 1,188, which is 113 
more than the previous year. 


To these patients we furnished 12,851 days’ care with the length 
of stay increased from 10.1 to 11.3. The daily average of. patients 
was increased from 33.3 to 35.9.

The new Dining Room and Kitchens 
were opened and the first meal to be served was supper on March 
thirtieth. 


Through the generosity of the American Legion a new Foregger 
Gas Oxygen Machine was given. 


The Odd Fellows of Natick sponsored the gift of a Wheel Chair. 


Friends of the hospital have continued their interest and assist- 
ance in various ways. Other gifts and donations are many and we 
acknowledge them in a list appended hereto, with assurance of our 
deep appreciation. 


On Saturday, June twenty-sixth, the Hospital had “Open House” 
for the people of the community. | Over two hundred persons attended 
and tea was served by the Ladies’ Aid Association. 


Great interest of the Ladies’ Aid Association is indicated by the 
tremendous amount of volunteer help the Hospital continues to re- 
ceive in the making of surgical dressings. Through this organiza- 
tion the Children’s Ward in the new wing was furnished. 


On October nineteenth this Association held a Donation Day 
which they hope to make an annual event. Gifts of money, groceries, 
fruits, flowers, and jellies ' were received from over seventy sources. 


A Masquerade Party sponsored by the Nurses was held to enable 
the purchase of an Obstetrical Table. Although the sum of nearly 
four hundred dollars was realized, it was not quite enough. Plans 
are already under discussion to raise the necessary balance. 


The problem of anesthesia was solved by the appointment of 
three junior doctors of the Staff. This schedule has proved most 
satisfactory as each one has a service every third month. 


There were several changes made among the personnel. 


Miss Mildred Scott resigned as Obstetrical Supervisor May 
first. Miss Regina Trum, a graduate of the Worcester City Hospital, 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


Miss Katherine Ford and Miss Elizabeth Morrison, Night Super- 
visors, resigned December first. Their vacancies were filled by Miss 
Eunice Wilson, a graduate of the Maryland General Hospital, and 
ae Irene Regan from the Henry Heywood Memorial Hospital in 

ardner. 


Miss Kathleen Carnell, assistant dietitian for six years, resigned 
May first to be married. Miss Lillian Bickford, formerly associated 
with the Holyoke Hospital, was appointed in her place. 


The Hospital wishes to record its deep regret because of the 
sudden death of Miss Mary Drennan, who for eighteen years served 
faithfully as the hospital’s cook. 


Appreciation is expressed to the Board of Trustees for their 
understanding and helpfulness in making it possible to best meet 
the problems which arise in ministering to the ill, The Superin- 
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tendent is grateful to the Ladies’ Aid Association for their splendid 
support, and acknowledgment is made to the members of the Medical 
and Nursing Staff for their interest and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the seventeenth annual report of the Com- 
missioners. 


Highway Division: 


The highways, with our improved system of treating the surfaces 
of the highways, are in very good condition. Each year the surfaces 
of the most travelled highways are treated with a mixture of tar or 
asphalt and then a thin layer of sand is spread over this with sand 
spreaders attached to the large trucks. After this the whole surface 
of the highway is then gone over several times with a hone drag, 
which is so constructed that the tar mixture and sand are thoroughly 
mixed together and evenly spread over the highway making a top 
surface of one half inch or over and is sufficient to last about two or 
three years. 


Union Street, in conjunction with the State and County, under 
General Laws, Chapter 90, was reconstructed from East Central 
Street to Milk Street and from Brook Street, South Natick, to Eliot 
Street. 


Pegan Brook, with labor supplied by the W.P.A., and money 
appropriated by Town Meeting for material and tools and supervision 
furnished by this Department, was covered by a cement culvert from 
Union Street and running in a southwesterly direction to Morse 
Street and there connected with the concrete pipe culvert, so that

the South Arm of Pegan Brook is now completely covered from 
Union Street on the East to Forest Avenue on the West. 


W.P.A. Projects (Water): 


With labor supplied by the W.P.A., and pipe, material and 
supervision supplied by this Department, the old cement lined pipe 
in the following streets were extended or relaid with cast iron pipe 
and all except Woodland Street have been completed. 


Florence Street, from North Avenue to Harvard Street relaid 
with 6 inch Cast Iron Pipe 445 feet. 

Florence Street, from Harvard Street to Highland Street 
relaid with 8 inch Cast Iron Pipe 1,265 feet.

W.P.A. Projects (Sewer): 


Park Avenue—With labor supplied by the W.P.A., and money 
appropriated by Town Meeting for material and tools and super- 
vision furnished by this Department, a ten inch sewer main was con- 
structed on Park Avenue from North Main Street to Bacon Street.

Loss of Revenue: 


Since 1932 no appropriations have been made for any Town 
Department, connected with the water system, to enable them to pay 
any water or sewer charges and this has caused a loss of revenue, 
each year, to this Department for water charges amounting to $2,- 
559.90 and sewer charges amounting to $1,538.65, and still further no 
appropriation has been made to continue the payment of $10.00 a year 
for each fire hydrant amounting to $3,470.00 causing a total loss of 
revenue to this Department of $7,568.55 each year. 


This loss of revenue to this Department automatically reduces 
the tax rate between 45 and 50 cents and this is a distinct advantage 
to many tax payers whose property is not even connected with the 
water system. Since the water system was established in 1874 it was 
recognized that Fire Protection should be charged a fair proportion 
of the operating costs of the water system and for many years, until

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


March 1, 1938. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I wish to submit the following report of my activities for the year 
1937. 


As a result of the election of Edward C. Hero to the Board of 
Public Works, a petition for a Writ of Mandamus was filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court to compel the Board of Registrars to certify 
the election of the Petitioner, Arthur W. Boardman, as a member of 
the Board of Public Works for the three-year term of the Town of 
Natick. The case was tried in the Supreme Judicial Court before 
Judge Donahue and the decision of the Registrars was upheld and 
the petition was dismissed. 


The case of Helen Pelletier vs. Town of Natick, which was begun 
in the Natick District Court, was settled out of Court by the Select- 
men. After complete investigation of this case, I recommended to the 
Selectmen that the case be settled out of court. 


The cases of Arthur C. Skelton vs. Town of Natick and Mary K. 
Skelton vs. Town of Natick, which were begun in the Natick District 
Court, were settled out of court by the Selectmen. After complete 
investigation of these cases, | recommended to the Selectmen that 
they be settled out of court. 


The case of Central Pharmacy, Inc., vs. Town of Natick was 
tried in the Natick District Court. This case was brought to recover 
for merchandise furnished to Lizzie Morse while she resided at the 
Town Farm. An Agreement for Judgment was finally filed whereby 
the Town of Natick paid $164.32 to the Plaintiff and the conservator | 
of Lizzie Morse paid the balance of the amount found to be due by 
the court. 


In the case of the Town of Natick vs. Cuniff, et. als., the auditor 
before whom the case was tried found that the Town of Natick was 
entitled to the amount of the hospital bill which it paid for treatment 
rendered to the Defendant and also for costs of trial. 


The case of Daddario vs. Town of Natick was tried before Wil- 
liam Collins sitting as auditor. This case was brought to recover for 
money due under the contract for the erection of the sewerage dis- 
posal plant and also for extra work alleged to have been performed 
by the Plaintiff. The auditor found, as a fact, that the Plaintiff was 
entitled to $680.00 over and above the amount due under the contract. 
The money due under the contract has been paid into court under 
order of the court in the case of Aetna Casualty and Surety Com- 
pany vs. Dadderio and Town of Natick. The balance is to be paid 
to Daddario in the near future. 
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The case of Barnicle vs. Town of Natick was tried before Ed- 
ward T. Simoneau sitting as auditor. This case was brought to re- 
cover for injuries resulting from an assault and battery alleged to 
have been inflicted upon the Plaintiff by the keeper of the Town 
fey. This case is still pending before the Middlesex Superior 

ourt. 


In the case of Ronan vs. the Board of Appeals for the Town of 
Natick, an appeal from the decision of the Board of Appeals was 
taken to the Middlesex Superior Court in Equity. This appeal re- 
sulted from the refusal of the Building Inspector to issue a Certifi- 
cate of Occupancy and Use to the Petitioner so as to enable him to 
maintain an establishment for the sale of all alcoholic liquors at 71 
Eliot Street, South Natick, Mass. The case was tried before the 
Superior Court and the appeal was dismissed. | 


Cases have been begun against Boston, Cambridge, Framingham 
and Newton for the Welfare Department to recover for aid furnished 
to persons having a legal settlement in those cities and towns. These 
cases are still pending and will probably be settled without trial. 


I appeared as Counsel for the Board of Assessors before the 
Board of Tax Appeals in Boston in four cases. Two cases were 
tried before the Board and two were settled without trial. In one 
of the cases tried before the Board, the appeal was dismissed; in the 
other case tried before the Board the Appellant was granted an 
abatement; in the two remaining cases a compromise was reached 
between the Appellant and the Board of Assessors. 


At the request of the committee for the South Natick school, I 
traced the title to the land which was purchased for the schoolhouse 
site, passed papers and recorded the deed in the Middlesex Registry 
of Deeds. 


I have been called upon for opinions by the various Town De- 
partments and have had conferences with many of the Departments 
during the past year. I have given opinions, both written and oral, 
numbering approximately seventy-five. 


I wish to thank all of the Town Officials for the co-operation 
and aid which they have given me during the year.

From July 1, 1937, to December 31, 1937, we collected $2,254.59 
which has been placed on deposit in the banks.
